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Message from the President... 


For this month, in honor of Amateur Radio Aware- 
ness Day, national event which Mayor Isaac has 
pronounced to be especially recognized in the City 
of Colorado Springs, I'd like to devote my column 
to people who are not familiar with amateur radio 
‘and to address questions asking what amateur radio 
operators do, and why? 


First of all, the hobby of amateur radio con- 
cerns communications. We communicate with other 
"hams" (that’s what amateur radio operators are 
called) either locally or around the world, 


Locally? Yes, we can communicate with other lo- 
cal hams sometimes just for fun but also in times 
‘of emergency. When a devastating tornado hit the 
town of Limon Colorado in June 1990, hams pro- 
vided the only means of communication in and out 
‘of Limon for quite some time after the tornado 
hit. We provided state-wide communications for 
the State and Local Police, the National Weather 
Service, the County Disaster Services, the Salvation 
‘Army, and the American Red Cross. And hams of- 
ten provide safety communications for local charity 
events such as walks. 


‘Around the world? Yes, hams can communicate 
around the world, and now even outside of it via 
satellites orbiting the earth or by signals bounced 
off the moon. Some recent space shuttle astronauts 
‘were hams and made contact from space with hams 
{n schools on the ground. To contacts via ham ra- 
dio, borders and other boundaries essentially don’t 
exist. My first ever contact as a ham was in Eng- 
land back in 1966 and was from the University of 
Liverpool Radio Society to a ham at the University 
‘of Moscow Radio Club. Imagine what that contact 
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could have revealed in recent times with all the 
changes going on in the Soviet Union! 


How did I get started in amateur radio? 1 knew 
man in England (I'm originally from there in case 
you hadn’t guessed already!) who suffered from 
severely debilitating multiple sclerosis. But he could 
send and receive morse code at about 50 words per 
minute (that's fast by any standards!) and, as 

sult, he had friends all over the world through the 
medium of amateur radio. Not bad for someone 
who was barely able to walk or talki It was that 
‘man’s example which first got me interested in this 
hobby which I've been enjoying for over 25 year 


Knowledge of morse code is no longer required to 
obtain an amateur radio license in this country. In 
February of this year the FCC relaxed its rules and 
made certain frequencies available to people regard- 
less of their ability to understand morse code. As 
fa result, many people who had previously been dis- 
couraged by that requirement have become more in- 
terested in amateur radio. If you're one of these 
people, please consider coming forward to join our 
Club. We offer free classes for anyone who is inter- 
ested in obtaining an amateur license, and there are 
no age limits, Please contact Allen Bailey at 597-8514 
or any of the board members listed above for more 
information.

The Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service (RACES) 


RACES, administered by the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) of the 
United States government, is part of the Amateur Radio Service that provides 
radio communication for civil-preparedness purposes only, during periods of 
local, regional or national civil emergencies. These emergencies are not 
limited to war-related activities, but can include natural disasters such a: 
fires, floods and earthquakes. 

As defined in the rules, RACES is a radio communication service, conducted by 
volunteer licensed amateurs, designed to provide emergency communications to 
local or state civil-preparedness agencies. It is important to note that RACES 
operation is authorized by the FCC at the request of a state or federal 
official, and this operation is strictly limited to official civil-preparedn 
activity in the event of an emergency-communications situation. 


Operating Procedure 


Amateurs operating in local RACES organization must be officially enrolled in 
that local civil-preparedness group. RACES operation is conducted by amateurs 
using their own primary station licenses, and by existing RACES stations. 
Operator privileges in RACES are dependent upon, and identical to, those for the 
class of license held in the Amateur Radio Service. 

In El Paso County, RACES is authorized by the Office of Emergency Preparedness 
under the management of the Manager of the El Paso County Disaster Servic:

“The View From the Peak"

A Tale of Two Cities... 

First, from Colorado... on the positive side. 

From time to time we amateurs do something 
special that makes us feel good. Here at Woodland 
Park we've been busy talking up amateur radio and 
personally demonstrating what it can do. We've been 
doing this directly as volunteers with Teller County 
Search and Rescue. Not every mission we've been 
called out on has been a bed of roses, But just about 
every mission has given us the opportunity to 
demonstrate how having an amateur radio license 
would benefit the search and rescue team. And, of 
course, we welcome all who show genuine interest in 
entering the amateur radio service for any class of 
license. 

Our message is getting through. The desire of a 
number of search and rescue members to enter the 
amateur radio service caused our club to establish a 
VE team, We told them to hit the study texts; we'd 
provide the test facility and personnel. The ice has 
been broken, Now we have three search and rescue 
members waiting for their license to arrive, and 
several more getting ready for testing. Once other 
SAR members see what's happening, we're sure 
they'll want to become amateurs, too, Evidently the 
codeless license, plus seeing how amateur radio and 
repeaters can get the message through was the incen- 
tive that got them primed to try. 

Now they've made, or are making the grade to a 
license. Now they'll discover how much fun one can 
have in this service. Now they can go as far as their 
interests carry them, Meanwhile, along the way, 
search and rescue benefits; amateur radio does, too. 
And, of course, we hope they'll join our club. As 
many of you know, El Paso County Search and Res- 
cue likewise boasts of amateur radio support (but 
could use more, of course), 

Now to the other city (somewhere in southern 
New Mexico)... and the negative side, 

First, let me emphasize: when it comes to joining 
amateur radio with search and rescue teams, New 
Mexico doesn't take a back seat. Of the twenty-eight 
members of the New Mexico Search and Rescue 
Support Team, SIXTEEN are amateurs. 

But at this onc city in New Mexico that we'll 
mercifully not name, we've learned the local amateur 
radio club discriminates against some applicants. 
Their VE team will not accept for testing those 
choosing to begin in amateur radio as a codeless 
licensee. They do this by simply refusing to give the 
appropriate test. By doing so, they force those trying 
to become licensed amateurs to drive a 120 mile 
round trip to afiother city and club where the test is 
offered, 

New reports confirm that many wives, sons and 
daughters of amateurs are now going after the code- 
less license to join their husbands and fathers, If that 


proves to be true in this New Mexico city, some will 
be turned away. They'll be forced to travel that 120 
miles to take a test. How many will persevere to 
getting their license under such conditions? How 
would your wife, son or daughter feel about not being 
welcome to join you, about being forced to go else- 
where? 

Yes, a tale of two cities, Aren't you glad you are 
here and they are there? Ah, yes: whereas 
microwave, packet, TV, space and digital com- 
ions are the wave of the future for most 
amateurs, code or no-code, it seems somewhere in 
New Mexico "spark gap" thinking and CW "technol- 
ogy?" continues to rule the roost,
